The late Mr. Yates.--The account of the funeral of the late Mr. Yates, 
given in our number of yesterday, contains some trifling inaccuracies. 

On Mr. Yates’s arrival in London, on Friday, the 10th instant, he was 
conveyed to the Victoria Hotel, Euston Square, whence he was removed 
on Thursday, the 16th, to lodgings in Mornington-crescent, where he 
breathed his last on Tuesday, the 21st. He sunk from exhaustion, never 
having suffered any pain during his illness. It is to be lamented that he 
was not removed earlier to London, where under the care of his medical 
attendants, Drs. Billing and Yates, who knew his constitution and ardent 
temperament, he would not have been so reduced. All the subsequent 
efforts of those able men were ineffectual, and, fromthe moment of his 
arrival, no reasonable hope of his recovery was entertained. Everything 
that the most devoted attachment could dictate was done for him by his 
amiable wife, his family, and a few sincere friends, who never left him. 
He was perfectly sensible of his approaching dissolution, and with his last 
breath commended Mrs. Yates to the care of those whom he knew would 
never desert her. 

Destruction of a Circus by Five.—It is with deep regret we record 
that Mr. Cooke, the celebrated equestrian, has met with a great calamity 
since his recent arrival in this city, his splendid Circus on the green hav- 
ing been completely destroyed by fire yesterday (Monday) evening. The 
fire was first discovered by the policeman who was watching the building, 
and he states that his attention was first directed to the matter by hearing 
something like an explosion on the south side of the arena, and by im- 
mediately afterwards perceiving smoke issuing from that quarter. When 
he rushed into the place where he supposed the fire to exist, along with 
Mr. Harlow, the manager, whom he found standing at the pit door, they 
found a quantity of straw on fire, and the flames catching hold of the 
woodwork on every side. A general alarm was instantly raised, but the 
hay-loft being directly over the scene of the conflagration, that combusti- 
ble material was quickly in a blaze, and in less than five minutes afterwards 
the whole roof was in one sheet of flame. The City police and 
West of England fire engines were expeditiously at the scene of action, 
with a strong force of police to preserve order, but as a matter of course, 
they were enabled to save none of the property, the whole being a mass 
of ruins before they arrived. Fortunately all the horses were got out un- 
injured, and the sole loss in the animal department, isadonkey. A con- 
siderable portion of Mr Cooke’s valuable wardiobe, however, has been 
destroyed, and will add very materially to his loss. The building was 

erected most substantially, and at great expense ; but we are glad to learn 
that the property is toa certain extent insured, Mr. C. the proprietor, 
we have been informed, having what is called a floating policy of insurance. 
Not more than a quarter of an hour elapsed from the first discovery of ‘ 
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the first discovery of the fire till it had completed its work. The audience 
had begun to assemble for the evening’s performances when it broke out— 
nearly 300 being in the gallery at the time, and a few in the pit and 
boxes, but the whole got out without the slightest accident. The circus 
was only opened on Saturday last for the first time since it re-erection. 
Mr. Cooke’s circus has several times before been destroyed by fire ; once 
in America, when his whole stud, as well as other property was con- 
sumed.— Glasyow Courier.
